B1. Probable Cause Statement 

ON OCTOBER 21, 2019 AT APPROXIMATELY 1758 HOURS, THE CHANDLER POLICE DEPARTMENT 
WAS DISPATCHED TO THE AREA OF N. ALMA SCHOOL ROAD AND W. ERIE STREET IN REFERNCE 
TO A SINGLE VEHILCE COLLISION INVOLVING TWO PEDESTRIANS. 911 CALLERS REPORTED 
BOTH PEDESTRIANS WERE STRUCK BY THE SUSPECT VEHICLE AS THEY WERE CROSSING N. 

ALMA SCHOOL ROAD. CALLERS AVISED BOTH PEDESTRIANS WERE UNRESPONSIVE. REPONDING 
OFFICERS WERE ON SCENE WITHIN MINUTES TO FIND THE TWO VICTIMS LAYING IN THE 
NORTHBOUND LANES OF N. ALMA SCHOOL ROAD JUST NORTH OF W. ERIE STREET. OFFICERS 
QUICKLY LEARNED THE VEHICLE THAT HAD STRUCK THE PEDESTRIANS HAD FLED NORTHBOUND 
ON N. ALMA SCHOOL ROAD AWAY FROM THE SCENE. THE FIRST VICTIM MOHAMMAD MISBAH UD- 
DIN (DOB:4/3/69) SUCCUMED TO HIS INJURIES AND WAS PRONOUNCED DECEASED AT THE 
SCENE. THE SECOND VICTIM ABDULLAH AL FAIAZ (DOB: 11/11/2005), THE JUVENILE SON 
OF UDDIN, WAS TRANSPORTED TO THE CHANDLER REGIONAL MEDICAL CENTER WHERE HE TOO 
WAS LATER PRONOUNCED DECEASED FROM HIS INJURIES. ACCORDING TO WITNESS STATEMENTS 
AS WELL AS SCENE EVIDENCE, THE SUSPECT VEHICLE WAS TRAVELING NORTHBOUND IN THE 
NUMBER ONE LANE THROUGH THE INTERSECTION. THE TWO VICTIMS WERE CROSSING N. ALMA 
SCHOOL ROAD EASTBOUND IN THE MARKED CROSSWALK. WITNESSES ADVISED THE NORTH AND 
SOUTHBOUND TRAFFIC SIGNAL HAD TURNED GREEN WHEN THE VICTIMS WERE APPROXIMATELY 
HALF WAY ACROSS N. ALMA SCHOOL ROAD. WITNESSES SAID WHEN THE NORTHBOUND TRAFFIC 
SIGNAL TURNED GREEN THE SUSPECT VEHICLE ACCELERATED THROUGH THE INTERSECION. AT 
THE SAME TIME BOTH VICTIMS HAD CROSSED THE CENTER PORTION OF THE ROADWAY AND HAD 
ENTERED THE NORTHBOUND LANES OF TRAVEL. THE SUSPECT VEHICLE THEN COLLIDED INTO 
BOTH VICTIMS AT THE SAME TIME. WITNESSES ESTIMATED THE SUSPECT VEHICLE SPEED AT 
BETWEEN 45-50 MILES PER HOUR. THE POSTED SPEED LIMIT IS 40 MILES PER HOUR ON N. 
ALMA SCHOOL ROAD. WITNESSES WERE ABLE TO PROVIDE A SUSPECT DESCRIPTION OF A 
WHITE FEMALE, BLONDE HAIR, BETWEEN 5'7" AND 5'8", APPROXIMATELY 190 POUNDS, 
WEARING BLACK SHORTS AND A BLACK TOP. BASED ON THE EXAMINATION OF THE EVIDENCE 
LEFT AT THE SCENE (VEHICLE DEBRIS) INVESTIGATORS WERE ABLE TO DETERMINE THE SUS¬ 
PECT VEHICLE IS A BLACK DODGE DURANGO RANGING IN YEARS 2012-2016. BASED ON THE 
EVIDENCE SEIZED IT WAS DETERMINED THAT VEHICLE PARTS LEFT AT THE SCENE WERE FROM 
THE PASSENGER SIDE FRONT OF THE VEHICLE. WHILE PROCESSING THE CRIME SCENE I WAS 
INFORMED AN UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE HAD CALLED THE CHANDLER REGIONAL MEDICAL CENTER 
EMERGENCY DEPARTMENT AND INQUIRED ABOUT THE CONDITION OF THE PEDESTRIANS. THE 
UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE THEN TOLD A HOSPTIAL NURSE THAT HER HUSBAND WAS DRIVING THE 
VEHICLE THAT HAD STRUCK THE PEDESTRIANS. THE NURSE TOLD THE FEMALE SHE COULD NOT 
RELEASE ANY INFORMATION OVER THE PHONE, AND TOLD THE FEMALE IF SHE HAD INFORMA¬ 
TION REGARDING THIS INCIDENT SHE NEEDED TO CONTACT THE CHANDLER POLICE DEPART¬ 
MENT. THE NURSE THEN SAID THE FEMALE HUNG UP THE PHONE. THE SUSPECT VEHICLE IN¬ 
FORMATION WAS PROVIDED TO LOCAL MEDIA OUTLETS. ON THE EVENING OF OCTOBER 22, 

2019 INVESTIGATORS WERE NOTIFIED OF TIP THAT HAD BEEN CALLED IN FROM A TEMPE 
RESIDENT. THE RESIDENT TOLD INVESTIGATORS THEIR NEIGHBOR OWNS A BLACK DODGE DUR¬ 
ANGO. THE RESIDENT THEN WENT ON TO SAY SHE OBSERVED THE VEHICLE IN FRONT OF THE 
RESIDNCE ON 10/22/2019 AT APPROXIMATELY 0650 HOURS WITH DAMAGE CONSISTENT WITH 
THE SUSPECT VEHICLE IN THIS CASE. THE RESIDENT THEN SAID WHEN SHE RETURNED HOME 
AT APPROXIMATELY 1830 HOURS, THE VEHICLE WAS STILL PARKED IN FRONT OF THE RESID¬ 
ENT. THE RESIDENT WENT ON TO SAY SINCE SEEING THE VEHICLE IN THE MORNING SHE HAD 
SEEN THE MEDIA RELEASE, AND DECIDED TO CONTACT THE CHANDLER POLICE DEPARTMENT. 
WHEN ASKED, THE RESIDENT SAID HER NEIGHBORS HAVE ONLY LIVED AT 439 W. CALLE 
MONTE VISTA. TEMPE, ARIZONA FOR APPROXIMATELY ONE MONTH, AND WENT ON TO SAY SHE 
BELIEVED THEY WERE RENTING THE HOUSE, BUT COULD NOT BE SURE. I RESPONDED TO 439 
W. CALLE MONTE VISTA IN TEMPE, ARIZONA AT APPROXIMATELY 2200 HOURS, WHERE I OB¬ 
SERVED A BLACK DODGE DURANGO PARKED IN THE PUBLIC ROADWAY FACING EASTBOUND. UPON 
FURTHER INVESTIGATION I LEARNED THE VEHICLE IS REGISTERED TO MICHELLE ANN HAGER¬ 
MAN (DOB: 12/30/1964), AND JENNIFER SUE LEMMON (4/20/1972). AFTER CHECKING THE 
VEHICLE REGISTRATION AS WELL AS THE DRIVER LICENSES FOR JENNIFER AND MICHELLE I 
LEARNED ALL HAD THE SAME ADDRESS IN PHOENIX LISTED. UPON EXAMINING THE EXTERIOR 
OF THE VEHICLE I OBSERVED SIGNIFICANT DAMAGE BASED ON MY TRAINING AND EXPERIENCE 
TO BE CONSISTENT WITH A VEHICLE VERSUS PEDESTRIAN COLLISION. I ALSO OBSERVED THE 
VEHICLE WAS MISSING PIECES OF THE HEAD LIGHT ASSEMBLY AS WELL AS PIECES OF THE 
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ADDENDUM (cont'd) " 

WHEEL WELL HOUSING. THESE ITEMS WERE RECOVERED AT THE CRIME SCENE. I FURTHER OB¬ 
SERVED BLOOD EVIDENCE ON THE HOOD NEAR THE BASE OF THE WINDSHIELD WHICH LIKELY 
BELONGS TO THE VICTIM IN THIS CASE. A SEARCH WARRANT WAS DRAFTED THEN GRANTED BY 
THE MARICOPA COUNTY ATTORNEYS OFFICE TO SEIZE THE VEHICLE FROM THE FRONT OF THE 
RESIDENCE. DURING THE SERVICE OF THE SEARCH WARRANT THE DEFENDANT EMERGED FROM 
INSIDE OF THE RESIDENCE. I MADE CONTACT WITH THE DEFENDANT AND INFORMED HER WHY 
WE WERE THERE. THE DEFENDANT VERBALLY IDENTIFIED HERSELF AS MICHELLE HAGERMAN 
DOB 10/30/1964. I READ MICHELLE HER MIRANDA RIGHTS VERBATIM. MICHELLE VERBALLY 
ACKNOWLEDGED SHE UNDERSTOOD HER RIGHTS. MICHELLE TOLD ME SHE RECALLS TRAVELING 
NORTHBOUND ON ALMA SCHOOL AT THE TIME OF THE COLLISION. MICHELLE ACKNOWLEDGED 
SHE WAS INVOLVED IN A COLLISION AND SAID SHE THOUGHT SHE HIT A DOG. MICHELLE 
SAID SHE WAS THE SOLE OCCUPANT AND THE DRIVER OF THE VEHICLE AT THE TIME OF THE 
COLLISION. AFTER THE COLLISION MICHELLE SAID SHE PARKED HER VEHICLE, EXITED AND 
WALKED BACK TOWARD THE SCENE. WHILE OUTSIDE OF HER VEHICLE SHE TOLD ME SHE OB¬ 
SERVED THE DAMAGE CAUSED BY THE COLLISION. WHEN SHE WALKED BACK TOWARD THE SCENE 
SHE SAID SHE OBSERVED SEVERAL PEOPLE EXITING THEIR CARS. AFTER SEEING SEVERAL 
PEOPLE AT THE SCENE SHE RE ENTERED HER VEHICLE AND LEFT THE SCENE. WHEN ASKED, 
MICHELLE SAID SHE KNEW IT WAS UNLAWFUL TO LEAVE THE SCENE OF A COLLISION. 
MICHELLE WAS BOOKED INTO THE MARICOPA COUNTY JAIL.
